The Spirit of Graft. 


A recent newspaper article strikingly illustrates the spirit of 


"graft" that is so prevalent in this country today. The article 
pertained to what may be considered ;t|smail matter, and the 
facts brought oi.it'will, probably bring If smile: ;f6x:rhany faces 
and undisguised admiration for the cleverness of the young' 
women who are practicing the particular form of ''graft" in 
question. . 


The information on which the article .was based was gained 


on a railroad train in which a large number of young women 
were returning to college after the Easter vacation. In a'con- 
versation between two of the students one of the young wo- 
men confided to the Other that she was frequently troubled by 
'a shortage of "pin money," and her companion immediately 
explained how this could be remedied to some extent. She 
told how whenever she traveled between her home and the 
college she always asked her father for Pullman car fare, then 
rode in an ordinary coach and'pocketed the difference in cost. 
She'said this was a,common practice among the students of 
her college, and the information was received with evident 
pleasure and satisfaction by the youuthfiil freshman who had 
not been in college long enough to have "caught on to all the 
ropes." 


The girls who practice this deception on their fathers un- 


doubtedly feel that-they are doing a bright and comparatively 
innocent thing, but such is by no means the case. The prac- 
tice may be bright, but it is not innocent. It is an indirect way 
of stealing, and no young man or young woman will ever be 
permanently benefitted Jby'a resort to tactics of that character. 


At the same time it is a fair illustration of the spirit of the 


times, when the disposition to get something for nothing is 
very prevalent and very pronounced. There are scores of 
forms of "grafting" in ways that are not recognized as steal- 
ing, and this practice of'the college girls is only one of them. 
Grafting in public life, the extraction from the tax payers of 
money for which no adequate return is made, is one of the 
crying evils of the times, but what else is to be expected when 
girls in their college days fall into the habit of imposing on 
their own fathers in/the simple matter of railroad fares? 


What this'country needs today more than any other one 


thing is a baptism of plain, old-fashioned honesty. Life and 
conditions can never be what they should be so long as "graft" 
is considered not only clever, but practically innocent, whether 
practiced by the pretty college girl or the sojmn-faced public 
. official. 


It is the conspicuous'merit of our present administration that at the oulse
